Col. Miller To Get

Appointed Head of Rail 
Efficiency Work 



Colonel Isadore A. Miller, of 
Narberth, was promoted this week 
to an important post in the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad. 

The movement to reduce oper- 
ating expenses to a minimum 
started more than a year ago by 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, was 
augmented Wednesday by the ap- 
pointment of Col. Miller to the 
newly created position of super- 
visor of operating expenses. He 
will be on the staff of Elisha Lee, 
vice president in charge of oper- 
ation. 

Mr. Miller has been regional ac- 
countant for the Eastern region of 
the Pennsylvania System since 
January, 1920, but during the last 
few months has been engaged in 
developing his new work, which 
will now cover the operating ac- 
tivities of the entire system. 

He has been with the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad 25 years, starting 
as a laborer on the Baltimore di- 
vision and gradually working him- 
self up to the office he now holds. 

His war work earned him the 
title of Colonel. Mr. Miller was 
born at Mount Wolf, Pa., and is 
43 years old.

Compromise Is Reached On 
Street Question 



Borough JVM Pay 70 Per Cent. Same 
Tax Rate Established for 1925 



The question of apportioning 
the street paving cost, under the 
Bond Issue, between the borough 
and the abutting property owners 
was satisfactorily settled at the 
regular meeting of Council last 
Monday evening. Under this set- 
tlement, . which was formally 
voted by Council, the borough will 
assume the liability for the public 
school property on Sabine avenue, 
for the Merion side of Rockland 
avenue and for all intersections, 
and also will pay 70 per cent, of 
the remaining paving costs; while 
the property owners will pay for 
sidewalks and curbs, where neces- 
sary, for two feet of the gutter 
width and 30 per cent, of the pav- 
ing costs based on the footage of 
their abutments. 

A representative of the borough 
engineers at the invitation of 
Councilman Wentz, chairman of 
the highway committee, attended 
the meeting and reported that the 
proposed paving would total 
47,420 square yards from curb to 
curb in which 5104 square yards 
of two-foot gutter would be in- 
cluded. He estimated that water- 
bound macadam paving would 
cost $2 a square yard and that 
"penetration" paving would cost 
$2.50 a square yard. lie said that 
these were safe "outside" esti- 
mates and that the total cost of 
the job, including 10,462 cubic 
yards of grading, would not ex- 
ceed $100,000. When the question 
of sewers for certain northeastern 
streets was raised, the engineer 
stated that the township was 
about to lay a sewer along the 
south side of Montgomery avenue 
and that Narberth laterals could 
be connected with that. 



The meeting was attended by a 
large delegation of residents on 
impaved streets who, when given 
an opportunity, strongly urged 
the passage by Council of the 80- 
20 distribution of paving costs. 
They directed their remarks par- 
ticularly toward Councilmen 
Redifer, Griswold, Henderson and 
Brown, who had opposed this 
proposition. At this point Presi- 
dent Hall asked Mr. Wentz to 
take the chair and then said that 
the spirit of compromise is "the 
basis of all legislation and that the 
impasse which had been reached 
on the 80-20 proposition indicated 
that the time had come to propose 
a compromise which would, as far 
as possible, meet the legitimate 
interests of both sides. A previ- 
ous adverse vote in Council had 
defeated a 60-40 proposal put for- 
ward by those who opposed the 
S0-20. Therefore, he proposed a 
70-30 split with the property 
owners paying for a three-foot 
gutter. 

This 70-30 proposition, put in 
the form of a motion by President 
Hall, was seconded by Council- 
man Brown, but a long discussion 
followed before any vote could be 
taken. Councilman Redifer ex- 
pressed his anxiety over the strain 
which this expensive paving oper- 
ation would place on the borough 
treasury and asked for definite 
cost figures, with the result that 
the engineer gave the cost esti- 
mates which have been quoted 
above. Finally Mr. Redifer said 
that he would like to know 
whether the street people who 
were present would be willing to 
accept the 70-30 proposition. A

Miss M. Louise Beaty, a niece

THE SEAS ARE CALM 

Last Monday night a group of 
whilom "enraged citizenry" con- 
sulted with the Borough Fathers, 
and a miracle occurred: Both 
parties agreed. 

To those of us who remember 
former scraps, principally on 
school questions, such an outcome 
is unique. Add to that the fact 
that the agreement was unani- 
mous and it becomes still more a 
matter for comment. 

For it has been a long and 
vigorous struggle — a struggle, in 
brief, between a group of citizens 
bent on having their streets paved 
at the borough's expense on the 
one hand and an economical 
Council on the other. 

There have been charges and 
counter-charges. The folks on the 
unpaved streets have been accused 
of grabbing, and Council of going 
back on promises. All in all, it 
looked like a long struggle ahead. 

But the method finally used to 
clear up the difficulties shows that 
common sense is not dead. The 
petitioners, barring their one out- 
break, have assumed an air of co- 
operation ; Council put the de- 
tails of the matter up to the Bor- 
ough Engineers, and were thus 
equipped with facts. 

As a result, it appears as though 
the streets will be paved without 
delay, and that, after all, is what 
we all desire. The proportion of 
cost is 70 per cent, by the borough 
and 30 per cent, by the interested 
property owners, but in the end 
those of us who live on paved 
streets will pay about half the cost 
or a little less. 

For not only do the property 
owners have to pay the 30 per 
cent, plus the cost of two feet of 
gutter and the necessary pave- 
ment and curbing, but they will 
also share the increased tax rate 
caused by the $75,000 bond issue 
forthcoming. 

So, after all, it is not such an 
unequal thing. And the advantage 
to the appearance and good name 
of the borough cannot be mea- 
sured in terms of dollars — or thou- 
sands of dollars. The voters 
recognized that when they put the 
loan through with such a big 
majority; and both Council and 
the Citizens' Committee were 
aware of it when they reached an 
acceptable compromise so s:>eed- 
ily. 

Regardless of any aspersions 
which have been and may be cast 
on Council for their lack of a 
clear-cut policy in this question, 
their conservatism and tight grip 
on the borough's purse-strings are 
both to be praised, for it is only by 
such a policy that our tax rate can 
be kept somewhere within reason. 

And, on the other hand, the 
unity of action shown by the loan 
advocates is a lesson in commu- 
nity accomplishment. Narberth 
has a long record of failures and 
half-successes in many projects, 
caused by a lack of just this spirit. 
It should not need the incentive 
of a so-called selfish project to get 
this type of co-ordinated effort. 

Thus, when the contractors be- 
gin their work, and the mud holes 
are being converted into high- 
ways, we may stand by, and while 
watching, muse over the entire 
problem of "getting things done." 
The Community Centre, the War 
Memorial, the Y. M. C. A., the 
new station — plans dating back 
into distant years — where are 
they? 

Cannot we draw a bit of inspira- 
tion from the street paving, and 
concentrate some real effort and 
ability in solving a few other 
knotty problems?

It is also well that we place 
an appropriate tag on the entrance 
to the sacred room wherein the 
Borough Fathers administer the 
business of Narberth. 

But who wants to apply the un- 
sentimental, unhistorical, ugly, 
commonplace name of "Borough 
Hall" on the well-known building 
in which our local Thespians and 
Terpsichoreans so often hold 
forth ? 

Who would so boldly relegate 
to Limbo the name which the 
building has borne lo these many 
years? Any structure in which 
Council should deign to establish 
its offices might be styled "Bor- 
ough Hall," but there is only one 
Elm Hall. 

Why not finish the job and wipe 
the name Elm from the borough 
altogether. Call Elm Terrace 
"Hillcrest Gardens" and apply to 
Elmwood avenue the moniker 
"Railroad Terrace?" 

We must, above all else, be 
modern.

RED CROSS ISSUES 
INSTRUCTIONS TO SKATERS 

Tells How to Give Intelligent Aid In 
Ice Accidents. 

The first detailed instructions 
ever issued by the Red Cross to 
meet emergencies during the skat- 
ing season have been sent to 
organizations, schools and colleges 
and guardhouses near here where 
ice accidents may occur. Through 
these channels the Southeastern 
Pennsylvania chapter of the 
American Red Cross is reaching 
the 1400 members of the Life- 
Saving Service in Philadelphia and 
the four adjacent counties that 
comprise chapter territory. 

Miss Anna Rogers, director of 
the Department of Public Health 
activities under which the life- 
saving work is organized, said that 
although these swimmers are pre- 
pared by their training to rescue 
drowning people in summer, there 
is need for special instructions for 
ice accidents. 

"In winter it is suicidal to jump 
into an ice hole after a drowning 
skater who is dressed in heavy 
garments, watersoaked and a dead 
weight," Miss Rogers said. "In 
sections where the sport is novelty 
young people venture out as soon 
as a crust is formed and disregard 
warnings that the ice itself gives 
by sinking and crackling. In acci- 
dents on the ice the rescuer should 
proceed according to Red Cross 
instructions, as follows: 

"Get a board, a ladder or any- 
thing that tends to distribute 
weight evenly on the ice. Ad- 
vance, lying down on one end of 
the board until the other is pushed 
over the edge of the hole. This 
will enable the victim to grasp the 
protruding edge and pull himself 
over the ice ledge. 

"If there are people about, form 
a human chain, the first rescuer 
lying flat on his face on the ice, 
the second grasping his ankles, 
and so on. The chain advances 
like a snake to the ice hole so that 
the first rescuer may reach over 
the hole and grasp the victim by 
the shoulders. Those in the rear 
then haul away on the chain until 
the victim is brought to a point 
of safety. 

"If there are no houses nearby, 



the victim should be wrapped in 
coats and a fire built, as pneu- 
monia is apt to set in from expo- 
sure. If the victim is unconscious, 
life may be restored by artificial 
breathing or the "prone pressure" 
method. The victim is laid face 
downward on a level, with the 
head slightly downhill if possible. 
The arms should be drawn up 
beyond the shoulders, the head 
turned to one side, with one hand 
under the cheek to protect the 
mouth and nose from loose earth. 

"The operator kneels facing the 
person rescued and straddles his 
knees. He places his hands over 
the victim's lower ribs, one hand 
on each side of the backbone. 
With a pressure that lasts about 
three seconds, the operator now 
makes a forward movement up 
toward the victim's head to expel 
bad air from the lungs. At the 
end of three seconds, when the 
operator snaps his hands off, the 
ribs expand rapidly, filling the 
lungs with good air. 

"After two seconds' interval, the 
operator again places his hands in 
position and moves his body for- 
ward to press out the bad air. 
He continues at this rate, three 
seconds' pressure and two seconds' 
release, so that there is allowed 
five seconds for a complete breath, 
or 12 breaths a minute. 

"In any case, it is imperative 
not to roll the victim, as the 
amount of water swallowed does 
not matter ; the all - important 
thing is to restore breathing by 
the scientific method. The vic- 
tim's body should be kept warm 
during resuscitation, and stimu- 
lants should not be given until he 
is able to swallow, when a hot 
drink is preferable."

TAX EXEMPTION LIST 

County Situation Laid Before Revis- 
ion Body Last Week. 

The legislative committee of the 
Montgomery County School Di- 
rectors' Association, which is fur- 
thering the movement for the 
elimination of many tax exemp- 
tions made possible by existing 
Pennsylvania laws, laid its survey 
of the county situation before the 
Tax Revision Commission of the 
State last week at Philadelphia. 
Franklin Spencer Edmunds is the 
head of this commission, which is 
acting under the authority of the 
Legislature, and which expects to 
present its report and recommen- 
dation to that body in the course 
of a few weeks. 

It will be recalled that of the 
total real estate valuation in Mont- 
gomery county, $202,614,430, the 
total exemption of property from 
State, county, municipal and 
school taxation is §18,851,815. 
These figures are based on the 
1924 valuations. In view of the 
triennial assessment, , which has 
just been completed, and which 
will be the basis for the 1925 
valuations, there will be a consid- 
erable increase in the total amount 
of the exemption for the coming 
year.

Christmas Green May Vanish Unless 
Profitable Cultivation Is Adopted. 

One of the warnings given, on the 
authority of the National Wild 
Flower Preservation Society, indi- 
cates clearly that the evergreen holly 
and the winterberry are rapidly ap- 
proaching extinction owing to in- 
judicious market collecting, says the 
Boston Transcript. 

On the word of the same author- 
ity the mountain laurel is said to be 
likely to maintain itself indefinitely, 
except perhaps close to large popula- 
tion centres, and is still abundant. 
The holly is a prime favorite, and 
its shining foliage and brilliant ber- 
ries would be sadly missed. 

Happily there are those who have 
discovered a way to preserve this 
plant for the enjoyment of Christ- 
mas merrymaking by making its 
cultivation profitably possible. Its 
growth from seed is too slow for 
commercial purposes, but it can be 
propagated from cuttings and trans- 
planted into nurseries and perma- 
nent plantations, where, within a 
few years, the trees may be safely 
subjected to severe trimming every 
third year for Christmas purposes, 
not only without detriment to the 
trees, but with prcSt to the propa- 
gator.

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ANNUAL LIBRARY REPORT 

Submitted to State Library Depart- 
ment at Harrisburg. 

Although the library will not 
come to the end of its fourth year 
until the last of this month, the 
annual report has been prepared 
to cover the calendar year of 1924 
so as to conform to the require- 
ments of the State Library De- 
partment which solicits such re- 
ports from all public libraries in 
the State. This report shows a 
remarkable increase in practically 
every direction except income 
rentals. That remained about the 
same. 

During the year the library in- 
creased the number of opening 
days from two a week to five and 
continued to give service on Fri- 
day evenings as formerly. The 
repair department was added 
under the direction of Mrs. Ernest 
Drew, assisted by Mrs. Jesse Har 
ris. This new department is 
effectively prolonging the useful 
life of an increasing number of 
volumes each month. During the 
same year the work of the refer- 
ence department increased to such 
an extent that new quarters were 
provided for it on the balcony. 
The children's department also 
outgrew its corner and was 

moved. 

The report shows a net increase 
of 703 books, an increase in circu- 
lation of 3684, making the total 
circulation for the year 17,500, and 
an increase of 309 in the number 
of the people who use the library.

U. S. NOW BECOMING 

COMMUTING NATION 

Exchanging Flats for Bungalows in 
the Country. 

Movement in population from 
the country to the city, has been 
shifted and the present trend is 
from the city to the suburbs, de- 
clared Prof. William L. Bailey, of 
the sociology department of 
Northwestern University. 
. "We are changing from flat- 
dwellers in the cities into com- 
muters into the country. Two-by- 
four apartments are being desert- 
ed for suburban bungalows with 
little gardens," sings the profes- 
sor. 

His analysis of population, 
made public after years of re- 
search, indicates that Chicago will 
shortly pass New York in number 
of residents and most of these will 
dwell in the districts stretching 
along the shores of Lake Michi- 
gan. 

Dr. Bailey's study shows that 
half the population "listed as rural 
now lives within ten miles of 
some city of 10,000 or more popu- 
lation. With half the nation's 
population listed as rural, these 
figures may be taken to mean that 
three-fourths of the nation's popu- 
lation is now either urban or sub- 
urban. 

"New York's suburbs now 
contain almost as many persons 
as there are in Chicago. Bos- 
ton's suburbs contain three times 
as many persons as Chicago's. But 
Chicago's rate of suburban growth 
indicates that in a few years this 
city will have the largest subur- 
ban population in the country." 

We wonder if Prof. Bailey has 
made any research hereabouts. 
The growth of apartment and 
row-house operations in this vi- 
cinity does not fit with the "bun- 
galow with little garden" idea.

FIVE ASSESSMENT 

RETURNS MISSING 



Lower Merlon's Among Those Not 
Yet Turned in to the County. 

With the exceptions of five dis- 
tricts, three of them the largest in 
valuation in Montgomery county, 
all of the triennial assessment 
returns on which the 1935 valua- 
tion for taxation is to be used 
have been made by the assessors. 

Though all of these are due 
prior to the end of the calendar 
year 1924, some of the assessors 
asked for a short extension of 
time. 

The returns yet due at the 
county commissioners' office are 
those from Lower Merion, Chel- 
tenham, Abington, Springfield and 
Horsham townships. The first 
four are first-class districts, and 
all are embraced in the big sub- 
urban belt across the lower end 
of the county bordering on Phila- 
delphia county, where property 
valuations have made tremendous 
strides in recent years. 

Until all of these returns are 
made to the commissioners, and 
thereby the total realty valuation 
of all property in the county is 
ascertained, together Avith due 
exemptions under the laAv, it will 
not be possible for the controller 
and the commissioners to prepare 
and determine the budget for 1925 
for the various departments and 
institutions, and make the allot- 
ments for bridges, roads and other 
county improvements.

Lights Speed Grass Growth. 

Experiments at the Jumping 
Brook Golf Club, New Jersey, it is 
reported, has proved that the use 
of artificial light on grass at night 
speeds its growth. Twenty-four 
iooo-watt globes, with reflectors, 
were suspended four feet from the 
ground to give a continuous, even 
spread of light. It was found that 
grass lighted at night grew four 
inches in three weeks, while grass on 
the unlighted part of the greens 
grew only one inch in the same 
time. On the lighted portion the 
seed came through in five days, 
while seed sown on the dark section 
of the same plot did not germinate 
until two days later. The lighting 
system was tried in an effort to 
shorten the delay in putting the 
course into service.

FORGOTTEN HEROES 

Nameless Discoverers of Quinine, 

Ipecac and Other Medical Boons. 

To some nameless Indian the 
world owes the discovery of that 
great remedy, quinine, used in the 
treatment 1 of malaria and many 
other disorders of the human body. 
We do not know the name of this 
benefactor of mankind, says Dr. 
Stifel, but he was one of. the native 
Indians, probably ill with malaria 
and burning and parched with 
fever. Too weak to regain his na- 
tive village he could but crawl to a 
stagnant pool in the forest where he 
quenched his thirst in water bitter 
with branches that had fallen from 
an overhanging cinchona tree. 

Immediately he was relieved of 
the chills and fever. He showed his 
fellow Indians the bitter bark that 
had cured him. The natives gave 
the information to the Jesuit mis- 
sionaries, who introduced it to the 
white settlers. Spanish galleons 
carried it to Europe, where it soon 
displaced the worthless remedies 
then used. 

Ipecac, as remarkable a drug as 
quinine and useful in treating dysen- 
tery, was also discovered by a for- 
gotten hero, as was chaulmoogra oil, 
used in treating leprosy. God liver 
oil, the remedy for rickets, was the 
discovery of some early Nerw'egian 
fishermen.

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PAVING RATIO SETTLED 

(Continued from the First Page) 
spokesman for the street delega- 
tion replied that they had had no 
opportunity to discuss it but that 
if Council would give them a 
chance to retire to another room, 
they could bring back their an- 
swer. Council, therefore, agreed 
to adjourn for ten minutes and 
the street delegation went up into 
Elm Hall to hold their impromptu 
meeting. 

At the meeting of the street 
people, the point was brought out 
that it would be manifestly unfair 
for the borough to insist upon a 
three-foot gutter when many gut- 
ters had already been laid by resi- 
dents of unpaved streets in ac- 
cordance with instructions from 
the borough which had specified a 
two-foot gutter. The discussion 
at the street meeting was brief, 
but sharp while it lasted. It was 
finally voted unanimously to ac- 
cept the 70-30 proposition with 
the proviso that the property 
owners should be charged for only 
two feet of gutter regardless of 
whether a wider gutter should be 
laid or not. 

The street delegation returned 
to the Council chamber with their 
report. President Hall immedi- 
ately stated that this decision of 
the street people was entirely fair 
so far as the width of the gutter 
was concerned and very reason- 
able in view of the interests of the 
taxpayers who do not live on un- 
paved streets. Mr. Hall, there- 
fore, made the motion that the 
70-30 division should be adopted, 
subject to a two-foot gutter 
charge instead of a three-foot 
charge as in his previous motion. 

Councilman Redifer estimated 
that the dropping of one foot from 
the gutter charge would mean an 
additional cost of more than $6000 
to the borough and expressed his 
doubt and anxiety as to what 
would develop in case the entire 
$75,000 of the bond issue should 
be consumed before all of the 
streets had been paved. The 
motion was finally passed by a 
voice vote, and while it seemed 
that all of the Councilmen were 
not voting "Yes," no voice was 
heard when the chair asked for 
the "No's." Therefore as matters 
were left the Borough Council 
and the representatives of the 
Narberth Street Improvement 
Association were on record as 
unanimously in favor of the 70-30 
program. 

The remainder of the meeting 
was taken up in routine work, and 
in the passage of the budget and 
tax rate for the year 1925. While 
the expenses of the borough are 
higher this year, the increase in as- 
sessments will make it possible to 
keep the tax rate the same, 16 mills
